I am not going to 
race Saddleback until they correct this 
problem, which will probably be 
never. Indian Dunes doesn't have this 
problem as bad because of the sand, 
but Saddleback and Carlsbad better 
clean up their act.

Rudolph points out Papa's 
blunder 


In your Latest Poop column cover- 
age of the recent changes in the AMA 
Code of Regulations regarding the 
structure of the Board of Trustees, you 
reported that I am one of the three 
Class A members. This is in error. 

I would certainly consider it an 





honor to be elected at Class A Trustee 
from the Western Region. However, 
the Class A members are well repre- 
sented by Jim Wells in the West, who 
incidentally is Vice President of the 
AMA, Bill Baird, recently reelected 
from the Central Region, and Bill 
Gifford from the East who is 
completing Mark Rosen's term. 

It is true that I am serving on the 
Board of Trustees, but as a Class B 
representative. In February, 1978 I 
chose not to run for another two year 
term as Trustee which would have 
meant five years when added to the 
three years just completed. 

The Board of Trustees asked, and I 
agreed to serve one more year by 
filling the vacancy in B Trustees 
created by John Wyckoff's resignation. 
The purpose of this was to provide 
continuity and background to the new 
Board and officers from the retiring 
President. To provide for this officially 
in the future, the Code now permits 
the immediate past president of the 
AMA to service one year as an official 
13th member of the Board when he 
would otherwise not be on the Board. I 
hope this clarifies any confusion your 
readers may have had. 

I find it somewhat disappointing 
that there was not more coverage of 
Code changes voted on at this special 
meeting of the Class B members. They 
probably represent some of the most 
historic changes made in the AMA. 

1. The passing of absolute control 
of the association of the motor- 
cycle industry to a responsible 
sharing on an equal basis with 
the individual members. 

2. The changing in the structure of 
the congress to provide equally 
for the road riding and off-road 
riders' interests. 

Perhaps these changes can be the 

sources of future articles.

Guest Editorial 





As one of four AMA Congress 
delegates elected at the last 
AMA Congress in October, 
1977 to represent Class A mem- 
bers on the AMA Board of 
Trustees, I would like to 
enlighten you with a progress 
report. 

Out of the aforementioned annual 
Congress meeting, held in Columbus, 
Ohio, came a mandate to the Board to 
change the Code of Regulations to ac- 
cept four Congressmen, elected by the 
Congress to provide more equal 
representation on the Board. The four 
members elected were Bob Woods of 
Oregon, George Smith of Nebraska, 
Lynn Wineland of California, and 
myself. Since the October, 1977 
Congress we have attended one 
meeting in Westerville, Ohio, three 
meetings in California, one in Florida 
and one in Cincinnati. 

At last, I feel we are making 
progress in the right direction. 

„The first meeting in Westerville in 
late October was a success. We were 
met with open arms, welcomed and 
told we had no problems. The Code of 
Regulations could be changed and we 
would have equal representation by 
February of 1978. : 

At the second meeting in Anaheim, 
California, we were met with an open 
display of hostility by a few Board 
members - especially by one West 
Coast Class A member who didn't like 
us or any of the reasons why we were 
there. This was hard to understand 
since he is a Class A member and is 
supposed to represent all Class A 
members. 

We soon found out that the present 
Board was up for re-election in 
February (1978)and didn't plan to do a 
thing until after the election. We 
really didn't find this out until the last 
five minutes of the meeting in Los 
Angeles. It was too late, and at that 
moment we felt that we had been 
snockered. 

The Cincinnati meeting was twofold. 
A regular Board meeting in the 
morning and the annual Class B 
meeting in the afternoon. A Congress 
resolution about the status of motor- 
cycle dealers was, at that time, motor- 
cycle dealers had no voting rights. We 


were not A's (everyday $12.00 dues | 


paying members), not B's (manufac- 
turers, etc.), or C's (B's without voting 
privileges). We couldn't vote or hold 
office. The resolution on motorcycle 
dealers was put aside for later con- 
sideration. 

When Mark Rosen resigned in 
February, he was the Eastern Region's 
Class A representative on the Board. 
The AMA staff was instructed to come 
up with four or five names for a 
suitable replacement for Rosen, and 
present those names to the Board. 
Two of those presented were motor- 
cycle dealers and they were promptly 
rejected. Bill Gifford was appointed to 
take Mark’s place. John Wyckoff, a 
Class B member, had also resigned in 
February and it was our understan- 
ding that both of these spots would be 
filled at this time. John still had a year 
‘to go on his term. But not so, Mr. 
Rudolph made a comment that this 


spot didn’t necessarily have to be filled - 


at this time - let’s let it ride till later. 
The Board went along with him. At 
that time, I wondered what in the 
world was going on; why didn’t they 
fill Wyckoff's seat? We found out later 
that day. . 

The Class B annual meeting in the 
afternoon was a farce!

Baldwin blasts to win in crash-ma

Connecticut's Mike Baldwin blasted from the 
back row of the grid to take the lead on the fifth 
lap, going on to win the 30-lap, 75-mile 
American Motorcyclist Association Grand 


National Championship/Camel 
Pro Series road race at Sears 
Point International Raceway 
over Gene Romero and Dale 
Singleton. 

"We came 12,000 miles for this 
race," joked Baldwin after it was over, 
"out and back, out and back." The 
joke was in'reference to flying home 
from European races to catch the 
original April date that was rained 
out, then having to travel back for the 
new date. 

Privateer Baldwin, who gets help 
from Laurel Enterprises, Paul Napier 
and Perron Leathers, finished about 
17 seconds ahead of Don Vesco/Ocean 

, Pacific-sponsored Romero, who had a 
similar distance over Singleton on the 





Taylor White Construction bike. AII 
machines in the 750cc National were 
Yamaha TZ750s. 

Several crashes left their mark on 
the weekend. In the 750cc National 
class, the list was: Steve McLaughlin 
(Saturday practice), Roger Stanley 
(before the heat race), Steve Eklund 
(heat race), Ron Pierce (heat race), 
Skip Aksland and Dave Aldana (while 
running 1-2 in the National), Alan 
Barbic (while running about 10th), 
and Gary Nixon (while running fifth 
two-thirds of the way through). Stanley 
and Barbic were taken to the hospital 
with broken bones, while Eklund, 
Aksland, Pierce, and Nixon were able 
to get up. Aksland (with a possible 
shoulder injury and fairly severe 
asphalt rash), Eklund (abrasions and a 





sore back) and Pierce (complaining of 
neck and rib injuries) went to the 
hospital for x-rays and further checks. 
McLaughlin was taken to the hospital 
and released within an hour. 


Heats 

The reason Baldwin started at the 
back of the National grid was because 
after working up a big lead in the first 
four laps of the first five-lap heat, his 
chain busted. Behind him, Rich 
Schlacter, Skip Aksland (D.A.R.T. 
Dev./PJ1/Lectron-sponsored), Romero 
and Singleton were mixing it up pretty 
heavily. 

After Baldwin's demise, Romero 
took a brief lead, but Schlacter passed 
him. Aksland got by Schlacter late in 
the lap and held him off by one bike 
length. Romero, Singleton, David 
Emde, Gary Nixon, riding the Erv 
Kanemoto-tuned KK Supply TZ, and 
john Long followed. 

Dave Aldana put his Paul Dahmen- 
sponsored machine into the second 
heat lead with Mario Zanotti- 
sponsored Steve Eklund second and 
Wes Cooley third. But in turn five, a 
downhill left hander known as the 
Carousel, Eklund went down. What 
happened is not exactly clear, with 





Eklund maintaining that Cooley 
bumped him, and Cooley saying that, 
while trying to pass Eklund on the 
outside, Eklund bumped him and, as 
Wes hit the brakes and moved outside, 
Steve got into a tankslapper and lost 
control of the front end. 

What was clear was that Eklund — 
after coming from the back of the 
pack in an 18th lap re-start to finish 
fourth in the 25-lap Ascot TT and 
taking the Camel Pro points lead from 
Jay Springsteen, 174-166 — would not 
be able to gain any more advantage. 
His TZ was damaged beyond repair in 
the time remaining before the 
National, and Steve was hurting. 

Aldana led the remainder of the 
heat with no problems, finishing with 
a good margin. Cooley hung onto 
second until the last lap, where Jim 
Doyle-sponsored Randy Mamola 
passed him. Ron Mass (Ron Mass 
Ent.) and Harry "Mike" Cone (Cone 
M/C Sales) finished next. 


National 

Skip Aksland, starting on the pole, 
took the lead when “Bouncing Bob” 
Malley dropped the green flag. 
Romero followed Skipper into turn

Behind Baldwin, Romero had his 
best finish of the year, and Singleton 
did likewise. Rounding out the top 10 
were Long (who rode three classes 
during the day), Emde, Mass, Cone, 


two, but by the time they reached the 
opposite end of the course, the order 
was Aksland, Aldana, Romero, 
Nixon, Schlacter, Cone and Cooley. 

Nixon passed Romero before they 
completed lap one of the 30-lap race, 
but Aksland and Aldana were already 
putting daylight between themselves 
and the field. 


Entering the Carousel on the second 
lap, Aksland reportedly bottomed the 
suspension in the corner and hung up 
on an exhaust pipe, causing him to go 
down. Aldana tried to avoid him but 
there was no room to miss the 
tumbling Aksland, and he went down 
as well. Both riders got up and walked 
back to the pits together. Aksland, 
missing a good deal of skin from his 
posterior, went to the hospital later to 
check on his shoulder, which was 
hurting. Skip had separated his 
shoulder and broken a collarbone in 
the Santa Fe TT, and rode this race 
with a figure-eight shoulder brace. 

Schlacter took over the lead and 
Nixon, Romero, Baldwin (who started 
35th and had damaged his front wheel 
in the aftermath of the Aksland/ Aldana 
crash, running over a carburetor that 
had been torn loose from Skip's bike), 


Singleton and John Long followed. 

Baldwin passed Schlacter on the 
fifth lap and started edging away from 
the pack. Romero started moving up, 
dispatching Nixon, and a lap later, 
Schlacter. Nixon and Singleton then 
got into a good swapfest. 


At the 10-lap mark, the order was 
Baldwin, Romero, Schlacter, 
Singleton, Nixon, Long, Emde, 
Cooley and Cone. Randy Mamola, 
who'd worked his way up to eighth, 
had dropped out on the previous lap 
due to excessive motor vibration. 

On the 14th lap, coming around a 
bend before the start/finish line, 
Baldwin missed a shift. Thinking the 
chain had broken again, he looked 
back to see if it had gone, turned 
around and saw himself heading for 
the wall. He recovered in time, went 
barely off the track and kissed the wall 
gently to bounce back in the proper 
direction. 

Baldwin had worked up a 17-second 
lead on Romero by the 17th lap, and 
Singleton started to move on 
Schlacter, getting by a lap later. 

At about this time, Nixon crashed 
in turn four, another downhill tight 
hander. Nixon reportedly lost control 





of the front end when he hit a slick 
spot. No injury reported, but he was 
out of the race. 

At the 20-lap mark, two-thirds of the 
way through, Baldwin still maintained 
a 15-17 second lead on Romero. 
Singleton was third ahead of 
Schlacter, Long, Emde, Mass and 
Cone. A 

Five laps from the end, Schlacter 
dropped out in the pits after a brilliant 
ride, with the throttle stuck. 

The final four laps saw no change 
and Mike Baldwin crossed the line first 
for his first-ever AMA Grand National 
win, despite having lost power in one 
of his four cylinders at the three- 
quarter mark. 

Baldwin, drenched with sweat — 
the day was very hot and the humidity 
was high — was obviously delighted, 
but the celebration was relatively calm 
and the only one to get drenched with 
champagne was Singleton. 


"When it came to the National, I 
knew it was going to be greasy, and it 
was," said Baldwin later. But Mike 
had had his tire and gearing choice set 
since the beginning of the year. "I used 
what Kenny Roberts used last year," 
he said. 








Harry Klinzmann (Mr. Al's 
Restaurant/DG/Paul Dahmen- 
sponsored), Canadian Jim Allen 
(Motion Ent.), and Kevin Stafford 
(Paul Dahmen), who rode a day-glo 
orange TZ that looked just like 
Romero's bike.

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Emde excels 
in 250cc Expert 
bash

SONOMA, CA, JULY 16 

“I was planning on closing, then 
making a last lap charge,” Dave 
Emde described mid-race tactics 
following his win in the Sonoma 
Motorcycle Classic 250cc Expert race. 
He was talking about his plans to 
overtake leader Randy Mamola, but 
Mamola solved Emde's problem for 
him by running off the course only two 
laps from the end of the 20-lap, 50- 
mile race. 

"The gas tank was leaking at the 
beginning of the race — it's cracked or 
something — and it leaked out on the 
footpegs, but I figured I could still 
make it OK. Then, when I came out of 
the Carousel, it got on the rear 
wheel..." a disappointed Randy 
Mamola shrugged it off following a 
trip into the Sears Point International 
Raceway weeds. The Jim Doyle-owned 
Yamaha got sideways and Mamola 
went down, breaking the fairing loose 
from its mount on the lefthand side. 

"Its lucky I stopped," Mamola 


continued, describing his withdrawal 
from the event on the next to last lap. 
"I found when I pulled off that the 
fairing hit against the fork tubes and 
locked them up!" 

Emde believes he'd have won 
anyway: "He (Mamola) kept looking 
back, and that’s a good indication 
you're going to beat him when 
someone does that. If he's that worried 
about you...” 

John Long feels he could have won. 
Dust spread on the track to absorb 
spilled oil drifted across the circuit, 
and Long, even though he went wide 
to avoid it, felt the front wheel wash 
out, and he fell. 


"It was a slow 50 mph corner," Long 
elaborated, "I never let go of the 
clutch or throttle. Sissy fall. I was 
challenging for the lead, and I 
bailed.” He remounted quickly, losing 
only two spots, and finished an 
eventual fourth place. 

Emde led at the start when 
"Bouncing Bob" Malley dropped the 
green flag and the 250cc Experts 
stormed turn one. Following Emde's 
Yamaha — owned and prepared by 
father Floyd. Emde with a Mack 
Kamabayashi-built motor — was Mike 
Baeder on the Fritz Baeder 
Construction Yamaha and Mamola. 

By the end of the lap one, Long was 
riding fourth and looking for a chance 
to move up. 

Mamola squeezed into the middle of 
a tight top trio — Emde, Mamola, 


Baeder — by the end of lap two. Long 
closed on them, then got past Baeder 
into third on the next lap. Two laps 
later — one-quarter of the way 
through the 20-lap event — Long was 
in second and Mamola had taken the 
lead. Then Long fell. He was up 
quickly, but Emde and Baeder got by 
into second and third places. Long 
restarted in fourth. 

Emde moved to within two to three 
seconds of Mamola and maintained 
that distance as the laps rolled on. 

Miles Baldwin, sixth at the end of 
the opening lap, was charging up 
through the ranks. On lap seven, he 
moved his SKF/Diamond Chain 
Yamaha round Baeder into third 
place. Baeder didn't let Baldwin out of 
range, and he returned the pass in the 
second half of the race, making it stick 
for an eventual second place finish. 

Emde kept steady pressure on 
Mamola — who did keep looking over 
his shoulder — and when Randy fell, 
David had it won by a very secure 
margin: over 15 seconds at the 
checkered flag. 

Baeder held second with Baldwin 
taking third. Rounding out the top 
five were Long and Guennady 
Liubimsky. Sixth through 10th went to 
Bruce Sass, Peter Chancey, Harry 
Cone, Larry Legarra and Darrell Lee, 
all Yamaha-mounted. 

Floyd Emde, asked to list his son's 
sponsors, included ND Spark Plugs, 
Dunlop Tires, Bel-Ray Oil, Bates, 


Bell, D.I.D. and of course Mack 
Kamabayashi.

Paul Ritter followed Wes Cooley 
for 13 laps in the Superbike Pro- 
duction final, and when Cooley 
broke, Ritter took the win easily 
on his Dale Newton-owned and tuned 
Aero Union/Euromart Ducati. He'd 
won this class at Sears Point a year 
ago. 

Cooley and Ritter had finished 1-2 
in their Saturday heat race. When the 
green flag dropped, Cooley got going 
first, aboard a Yoshimura R & D 
GS1000 Suzuki. Reg Pridmore (Vetter 
Kaw), Dennis Smith (Del Amo 
Suzuki/ND/Derale | Suz) | Harry 





Mark Homchick (32) aced out the Novices at Sears Point. 


Klinzmann (San Jose BMW/Dean 
Lear/DG/Ron Lang BMW) and 
Ritter held second through fifth. 

Ritter got around Klinzmann in the 
Carousel on the first lap, then passed 
Smith on the next lap. Cooley, 
meanwhile, had started to build a 
pretty good lead. According to Ron 
Pierce, who would have ridden 
another Yoshimura GS1000, but was 
injured in a crash in the 750cc 
National, the Yoshimura Suzukis have 
really gotten the handling and 
suspension fine tuned. 

National winner Mike Baldwin, 
riding a Reno Leoni/Premier Corp.

Baldwin, 
Klinzmann, John Long (Longevity 
BMW), Keith Code (Vetter/Number 
One Products Kaw) and Kerry Bryant 
(Yoshimura R & D Kaw) comprised 
the rest of the top eight. 

Four laps later, Baldwin was out of 
the race. First an exhaust megaphone 
had gone, then the steering damper 
went and Baldwin pulled into the pits. 

A lap later, Cooley came to a halt in 
turn eight. The rear sprocket was no 
longer attached to the hub. Code, 
who'd blown up an engine the week 
before the race and borrowed one 
from Yoshimura, had passed Long for 
fifth. Everybody moved up a notch 
when Cooley dropped out. 

Ritter kept on ripping around the 
track to win by 12 seconds over 
Pridmore. Klinzmann was third ahead 
of Code, Long, Bryant, Mike 
Kauzlarich (Coliseum Cycle & Acc. 
Co. Kaw), Steve Epstein (Kaw), who 
had been running higher but finished 
with a flat rear tire, Vance Breese 
(Euromart MG) and Steve Mallonee 
(D. Breetvor Tri).

Homchick 
wins Novice; 
Spencer 
breaks

Mark Homchick, riding a Phil 
Schilling-owned, sponsored and 
tuned Yamaha, kept pace with 
the early leaders, and took the 
lead late in the race, winning the 40- 
mile, 16-lap Novice final over James 
Adamo (Yam) and Gordon Seim 
(Kaw). 

Glen Shopher, winner of the first of 
two heats, started on the pole and took 
the early lead. Louisiana's Freddie 
Spencer, winner of the Daytona and 
Loudon Novice races, came from his 
second row start (the throttle cable 
had tangled in the monoshock during 
his heat, causing him to finish fourth) 
to run third midway through the first 
lap and second at its conclusion. 

At the end of the second lap, 
Spencer had the lead with Shopher 
and Homchick doing the chasing. In 
the next few laps, Spencer drew out 
about twoseconds ahead of Shopher, 
who had about the same distance over 
Homchick. 

But on the third lap, Spencer 
noticed an increase in engine 
temperatrue and a loss of revs. By the 
sixth lap, he was out of the race. The 
left header pipe spring had gone and 
the safety wiring did not hold the pipe 
on. 
Shopher took over with Homchick 
second and the rest of the field aways 
behind. Rusty Sharpe (Yam), the 
second heat winner, held third early, 
but New York's James Adamo, on a 
non-monoshock T2250, stormed 
through to take third and hold it. 

Homchick, who said after the race 
that he'd been pacing himself with the 
idea of finishing well and earning his 
Expert transfer, started moving up on 
Shopher. On the 13th lap Homchick 
was right on Shopher’s tail as they 
approached a group of almost-lapped 
riders heading into turn 11, a second 
hairpin right hander. Shopher 
overshot his line in the corner, while 
Homchick shifted down to first, moved 
way inside and took over the lead. 
Shopher moved right back on 
Homchick's tail, but approaching turn 
11 two laps later, the main bearing on 
his TZ250 went and he was out. 

Homchick finished with a good lead 
over Adamo, (who finished the race 
with a broken shock), Gordon Seim, 
Al Collis, Bill McGrill, Rusty Sharp, 
Ron Hlavka, Mike Van Dyke, Billy

Letton/Bevans 
“count on 
attrition’ for 
sidecar win

SOMONA, CA, JULY 15 

“We were countin’ on a lot of 
attrition,” sidecar pilot Mike 
Letton grinned broadly through 
his abundant moustache after 


he and passenger Mark Bevans — 
sixth at the end of the opening lap of 
the 30-mile, 12-lap sidecar final — 
saw all five leading rigs drop back or 
out with mechanical difficulties. 
When the worst was over, the 
Letton/Bevans Spoooge Engineering 
hand-made, 900cc Honda-powered 
three-wheeler cruised in first. Assisted 
by Honda of San Francisco, tuned by 
Mike Herren and held together by a 
Huffman Welding Works frame, their 
sturdy rig proved to be the answer in a 
class nearly destroyed by an incredible 
attrition rate. 

Favorites — the Reg 
Pridemore/Ken Greene — TZ750- 
powered Vetter Fairing rig and the 
Loudon-winning Сагу Gipe/Pete 
Essaff Kawasaki-powered machine — 
led at the start. The Gipe/Essaff unit 
shot ahead at the drop of "Bouncing 
Bob" Malley's green flag but bogged 
immediately when Gipe killed the 
motor. He dropped the clutch, 
restarting the 900cc motor instantly, 
but lost precious split seconds in 
charge for turn one. The Vetter rig 
topped the drag race up Sears Point 
International Raceway’s hill leading to 
turn two. 

The Suzuki-powered Craig 
Marx/Mike Parkinson machine had 
qualified for the outside pole, joining 
pole sitters Сіре/Еѕѕа# апа 
Pridemore/Greene on the front row. 
But a transmission idiosyncrasy — 
which made it difficult for pilot Marx 
to find neutral forced the duo to circle 
in first gear behind the starting grid. 
Another idiosyncrasy — a number 
three plug with a strong tendency to 
foul — kept the third-best qualifying 
team from doing well. 

As the rigs came back across the 
starting line in completion of the 
opening lap, Pridmore/Greene 
established a spot out in front with the 
Wayne Lougee/Randy Hough 
Kawasaki in second. A tight trio of the 
Vance Breese/Jack Morris Kawasaki, 
the Gipe/Essaff Kawasaki and the 
Number One plate-holding Suzuki rig 
of Larry Coleman/Wendell Andrews 


rounded out the top five. Letton and 
Bevans sailed along steadily in sixth, 
dreaming of no more than a possible 
top five placing in their second 
National attempt together. (They 
DNF Loudon with a broken jackshaft.) 

Gipe and Essaff drove from fourth 
to second on lap two and tried to 
close the gap on the flying 
Pridmore/Greene machine. On lap 
four, approaching the final turn 
before the finish line, 
Pridmore/Greene slowed, then pulled 
off the escape route into the pits. The 
Gipe/Essaff machine, sponsored by 
Wizard's Custom Painting and Pete's 
Machine Shop, took over. 

“We're going to move the radiator — 
maybe try a different one,” Pridmore 
explained after simply stating, 
“overheated,” when asked the 
problem. "We've had this problem 
before, and now we're going to do 
something that we know will work!" 

Gipe and Essaff looked like sure 
winners. They and the 
Pridmore/Greene team had become 
the first sidecar teams to break the 
two-minute lap barrier at Sears Point; 
both had turned 1:59-second times. At 
the halfway mark, they held a 17- 
second lead over second place holders 
Lougee/Hough who in turn were seven 
seconds in front of Coleman/ Andrews. 
Breese/Morris held a distant 
fourth; Letton/ Bevans were fifth. 

But the race was only half over. Lap 
10 saw Gipe and Essaff come by 
pointing animatedly to their flat rear 
tire. They would hold onto second, 
eventually being passed by the winner 
on the final lap. 

“We had a little too much 
detonation, and we cracked two 
pistons and probably more,” Jim 
Clapp, mechanic with the 
Lougee/Hough group described the 
blown motor that ended the Number 
Two team’s ride. “The mount for the 
sidecar wheel broke,” reported Larry 
Coleman in explanation of the 
Coleman/Andrews DNF. The hack 
wheel jammed against the fender 
forcing them out. 

“Something in the clutch let go,” 
said Vance Breese. “I don’t know what 
it's doing, but for some reason it 
(clutch) seized.” DNF for 
Breese/ Morris. 

"I could smell the rubber burning, 
and I could see Gary (Gipe) almost a 
half lap ahead." Mike Letton smiled 
again. ^I knew if I held the pace, we 
could catch him. We passed them on 
the last lap. For new guys, we feel like 
we're in the hunt." e.

Jorgy: One more 
for the road!

“They don’t need no parts!” grinned a jubilant 
Alex Jorgensen as Roxy chided him about the 
antique piece of equipment he had just wheeled 
into victory circle after winning his second Na- 


tional event of the season on 
Ascot Park turf. 

Jorgensen, riding a BSA “some- 
where between 25 to 50 years 
old,” had just pulled off a victory that 
was supposed to belong to one of the 
three pre-race favorites scheduled to 
make this National TT event one of 
the most important races in this year’s 
Camel Pro series. Grand National 
Champion, Jay Springsteen, five-time

“That’s the way I like to race," said a very non- 
tired looking Rick Burgett, “with the competi- 
tion behind me, way behind me. Sure it was 
hot, but I’m in shape and I’m going to stay in 





shape — in winning shape.” 


Yamaha's Burgett had just 
notched his third straight over- 
all victory and launched himself 
into the 500cc lead over Honda’s 
Tommy Croft, 217-207, with a pair of 
moto wins that saw him quickly grab 
the front spot and lead every lap. Such 
was the hold that Burgett had on the 
field that each of his finishes in the 
inaugural AMA Mr. PiBB National 


MX at Atlanta International Raceway 
were nearly 25 seconds ahead of the 
second place rider. 

Dominance was the byword for 
Team Yamaha's Broc Glover as he 
dusted off the 125cc National class 
with precise fashion, winning each 
moto with a good 20 seconds on the 
field. “This place is really hot,” said 
Glover in his winners circle

appearance. “But other than the heat 
and getting out of shape a few times, I 
had no problem at all." 

The problem, is seemed, haunted 
everyone who tried to catch the 
lightning quick Yamahas of Glover 
and Burgett. Crashes took their toll on 
the narrow, twisting 1.2 mile course 
that featured enough bumps, ruts, 
turns and spine jarring jumps to cost 
almost every rider at least one get-off 
during the day. 

Suzuki's Mark Barnett, Glover's 
challenge for the title, took a header in 
the first 125cc moto that sent him to 
the hospital with a dislocated 
shoulder. Barnett, 46 points down at 
the beginning of the day, is now looking 
at a 96 point deficit. 

In the 500cc class it was series leader 
(going into this round) Croft who lost 
the most when he tangled with a rider 
in the first moto and came away with a 
bruised and. battered body. Croft's 
Honda teammate, Marty Smith was 
also the victim of an opening moto 
accident. 


125cc National 


The opening laps of the first moto 
provided the fans with the only racing 
for the lead during the day. Glover 
and Barnett went at it wheel to wheel 
for two laps before Glover opened a 
three second gap. Barnett then picked 

| up a string of course marker streamers 
that wound around and bound his rear 
wheel, effectively slowing his charge. 
Two laps later Barnett crashed hard, 
landing on his left shoulder and called 
it a day two laps later. 

By this time Glover was long gone 
and it was Suzuki's Brian Myerscough, 
LOP/Marconi Racing's David Taylor, 
Kawasaki's Gaylon Mosier and LOP's 
Mark Gregson who were debating 
second place. Warren Reid, after a 
slow start, was slicing his factory 
Honda through the pack at a hectic 
pace to move into fifth place by lap 
eight. 

Mosier went down near the start/ 
finish line allowing Taylor and Reid to 
gain on and then pass him. The trio 
then fought over third. 

The battle then moved up to engulf 
Myerscough as Gregson dropped off 
the pace. Reid swept through the 
quartet to take the second over 
Myerscough, Taylor and Mosier with 


Mosier quickly moving through to 
hound Reid. 

With two laps to go, Reid held 
second with Mosier behind. With one 
lap to go, Reid slid out in a tight turn, 
stalling the engine and letting Mosier 
slip past for second. Reid charged, but 
Mosier held on by one bike length at 
the flag. Myerscough took fourth with 
Taylor fifth. 

Glover took command of the second 
moto soon after the start with Mosier 
in second. But this was to be an instant 
replay as Glover had six seconds on the 
field by the end of lap two. Traffic was 
shuffling spots around with Team 
Honda’s Steve Wise charging to fourth 
on lap three. : 

Warren Reid found himself tangled 
in streamers with his rear wheel 
looking more like a pinwheel. It 
quickly put an end to his ride after two 
crashes. 

Mosier was beginning to feel the 
pressure in second with Wise closing in 
and Moto-X Fox's Dan Turner making 
a determined effort to oust Wise. 

In the closing laps the battle 
reached heated proportions with 
Mosier bobbling and Wise taking 
advantage as did Turner. The battle 
went to the flag, but the positions were 
set. 

Mosier's fourth still guaranteed him 
second overall while Wise took third 
and Turner fourth. 


500cc National 


Privateer Rickey Blackwell 
exploded from the starting gate in the 
opening moto, leaving more than a 
few people questioning who rider 838 
was. But Blackwell's moment of glory 
was short-lived as Rick Burgett 
rocketed past. 

Suzuki's Mickey Boone, a victim of 
getting stuck in the starting gate, and 
Honda's Marty Smith, a first turn 
crash survivor, found themselves 
playing catch up. By the end of the 
moto Boone was ninth with Smith just 
one spot behind. 

Blackwell remained in contention in 
the early laps as the fighting swirled 
around him. Can-Am's Gary Semics, a 
back-on-form Tony DiStefano, Tony 
Summey, Terry Clark, Rex Staten 
(who was aboard the injured Mike 
Bells factory Yamaha mount), 
Tommy Croft and Kawasaki's Steve 


Stackable all moved in to do battle. 

By lap six Burgett had an almost 30- 
second lead and was cruisin' while the 
action heated up behind. 

Croft moved in to challenge Clark 
for fourth with the two tangling as 
they came off the first of two man- 
made mountainous hills. The crash 
cost Croft a lap and another few 
minutes to get his throttle unstuck. 
"Damn," said a disgusted Croft 
between motos, Half these guys aren't 
racing, they're just looking for the 
easy line. That crash just cost me the 
points lead. I'm mad." 

Meanwhile, DiStefano had moved 
into second and was not about to give 
it up. "It's about time thing started to 
come together," said DiStefano later. 

Almost lost in the shuffle was Danny 
LaPorte who was circulating in a slow 
and steady manner, the victim of a 
blown shock on the first lap which 
soon led to the other shock overheating 
and becoming useless. 

Once past the halfway mark the 
battle centered on third place with 
Staten trying every trick he knew to get 
past Semics. In one lap Semics saw 
first Staten and then Stackable move 
around him with Summey a distance 
behind, but looking for a mistake on 
Semic's part. 

The final laps saw Staten challenged 
by Stackable as Semics and Summey 
closed. The position changing went 
right down to the flag with Staten over 
Stackable and Semics over Summey. 

The second moto saw another 
holeshot by Blackwell and another 
explosion by  Burgett as the 
“Lumberjack” quickly grabbed the 
lead and pulled away with such ease 
that it was hard to believe he was in 
the same class as the rest. 


Rex Staten didn’t want to let him 
get away. But Staten, not yet used 
to the potential of his new ride, could 
only watch as Burgett disappeared in 
the distance. 

Darrell Shultz planted himself 
firmly in third until mechanical 
problems forced him out on lap eight. 
By that time Tommy Croft had 
worked his way to third past DiStefano 
with Boone moving in to challenge 


Tony D. LaPorte, also making up for - 


a poor first moto finish, was in the 
hunt. 


Staten, feeling the heat, was being 
pressured by Croft on lap 12. Boone 
then crashed to shuffle the pack some 
20 seconds behind Burgett. Boone 
restarted in seventh behind Semics as 
Croft set out to drop Staten to third. 

One lap later and Croft was second 
with Staten now feeling the pressure of 
LaPorte as he closed and then passed 
also. LaPorte then set out after Croft 
and caught and passed him with three 
laps left. Croft challenged but couldn’t 
get his second place back. 

Meanwhile Marty Smith had been 
charging hard in the closing laps and 
moved on Boone for fifth. Boone let 
Smith have a run at him in the hard 
left before the start/finish whoops with 
the intent of setting up Smith to the 
outside in the soft dirt, hoping Smith 
would lose’ time. But Boone's clutch 
lever had broken off and when he went 
to brake, change gears and squirt 
away, he stalled. 

Croft tried to make LaPorte bobble 
right at the flag, but his efforts were in 
vain. 

Burgett, with three overall wins, 
wants four and the title as well. He's 
hot. Teammate Glover, barring any 
bad luck, has a comfortable enough 
lead that he can now relax and ride his 
own type of race. |

Lackey king at 
Farleigh Castle

TROWBRIDGE, ENGLAND, JULY 2 


American works Honda rider Brad Lackey’s 
run of British victories continued Sunday when 
he won the British 500cc Grand Prix at Farleigh 
Castle for the second year running. 


Lackey, who completed a hat- 
trick of Hants Grand Interna- 
tional victories in March at Ring- 
wood, scooped the top points to 
score over the tortuous Farleigh Castle 
circuit with a runner-up place and a 
win. 

One step down on the winner's 
rostrum at the end of the day was 
reigning 500cc World Champion 
Heikki Mikkola who, after a runaway 
victory inthe first race, had to be 
content with third place next time out 
after crashing and restarting last on 
the first lap. 

British Champion Graham Noyce 
was the third man on the rostrum with 
fifth and third places that boosts him 
up one place to seventh in the title 
standings. : 

The 20,000-plus crowd came from 
all over Britain and Europe expecting 


a battle royal between Mikkola, 34 
points clear in the championship 
table, and Lackey. 

Both men shared the fastest practice 
time, but the battle never really came 
off. Mikkola cleared off from the 
American early on in the first race, 
but his crash at the beginning of the 
second meant the two never really got 
to grips. 

The Farleigh circuit hadn’t been 
used since the Grand Prix last year and 
had a thick covering of grass which 
made practice on Saturday and 
Sunday, very, very slippery. 

But the first support race Sunday 
burned through the earth beneath and 
by the time the riders came to the gate 
for the first GP leg the course was in 
prime condition. 


British hopes were high as Noyce 
took a flyer at the start to get up

behind Mikkola on the first lap. But in 
the squeeze at the first bend his rear 
number plate was .bent out. He 
managed to pull the annoying piece of 
flapping plastic free and throw it away 
on the first lap but the retaining bolt 
now stuck out a few inches and made 
braking difficult. 


Third on the first lap was Belgian 
works KTM rider Andre Malherbe 
from Lackey and more Belgians — 
multi world champion Roger De 
Coster and Jaak Van Velthoven. 

Lackey soon disposed of Malherbe 
and launched into a full-scale scrap 
with Noyce. Both switched places 
rapidly for two laps, but the American 
came through finally to slot into 
runner-up spot for the rest of the race. 

Mikkola had a six seconds 
advantage then and he stretched that 
more as the race pri d. At the 
flag he was a full 17 seconds clear. 

De Coster crashed and lost 12 places 
after three laps and Van Velthoven 
went out early on with a seized moto. 

West German Herbert Schmitz took 
up station early on behind the two 
Honda teamsters and waited patiently 
for his chance to take “Noyce. That 
came four laps later and once through 
he stayed in third place to the flag. 

Back in fourth now at the halfway 
stage, Noyce was being pressured by 
works Suzuki rider Dutchman Gerrit 
Wolsink. The two swapped places 
several times, but that bolt was 
causing: problems and the final result 
gave the Dutchman fourth and Noyce 
fifth ahead of Malherbe. 

DeCoster crashed again just a 
couple of laps after rejoining the race, 
but this time he was badly winded, 
bent up his bike and retired. 

Back on a GCM John Banks held 
12th place for a few laps until a crash 


with Belgian Andre Vromans put him 
out of the running. 

Scot Vic Allan started eighth and 
rode steadily until he took a tumble on 
the same bumpy stretch of the course 
as DeCoster and pulled out. 

After crashing on the first lap of the 
second race, Mikkola restarted last. 
From then on his progress through the 
field was nothing short of staggering. 
In six laps he made up 20 places, and 
after a brief two-lap spell dicing with 
Wolsink he made third place with six 
laps to go. 

The man he had to pass was Noyce, 
but the Briton had ten seconds 
advantage and Mikkola just didn't 
have enough time to make up the 
distance before the checkered flag 
came down and gave him third place 
and runner-up spot overall. 

By then Wolsink had dropped 
further back ahead of Van Velthoven 
and DeCoster in a miserable sixth after 
stalling his motor twice. 

Banks dropped out after his leg, 
bruised in his first race tumble, gave 
him trouble and Vaughan Semmens 
who'd just missed getting in the points 
first time out pulled out after he 
clipped his toe on a post. 

Vic Allan kept going this time but 
he had a poor start and just managed 
to avoid being lapped.

Hartog clobbers 
Roberts, Sheene 
in wet Belgian GP

Dutch fans in the 100,000 crowd went wild 
when their hero Wil Hartog won the 500cc 
race at the Belgian Grand Prix on Sunday 
leaving Kenny Roberts and Barry Sheene 


trailing in his wake. 

But if his fellow countrymen 
were happy, Wils temporary 
Suzuki teammate Barry Sheene 
was far from pleased at the result. 
Hartog's job was to help Sheene in his 
bid to retain the title, was Barry's 
argument and he wanted the Dutch 
farmer to hold off Roberts while he 
raced on to win. 

The race did not work out like that, 
though, and Hartog, who picked an 
intermediate rear tire when Roberts 
and Sheene chose slicks with grooves 
cut in, opened an enormous lead in 
the closing stages and finally crossed 
the line 16 seconds ahead of the 
American ace. 

Second place was good enough for 
King Kenny, who now stretches his 
lead over Sheene to 14 points. Since 
the Venezuelan GP in March, the 
opening round in the championship 
series, Roberts has beaten Barry in 
every 500cc championship race. 

If it hadn't rained for the last three 
laps of the 10-lap battle it might well 
have been a different story and Johnny 
Cecotto, too, probably feels the result 
might have been different if he had 
not been forced to stop with engine 
failure while lying second in a four- 
way scrap with Hartog,'Sheene and 
Roberts on the sixth lap. 


The weather made its mark on the 
whole meeting. The opening race, for 
fifties, started in a near downpour that 
left the track wet, but though the rain 
eased off soon after the start it poured 
again for the 125cc scrap that 
followed. - s 


The track was still wet for the 250cc 
race, where Kork Ballington failed to 
take advantage of first lap retirements 
of Kenny Roberts (Yamaha) and 
Kawasaki teammate Gregg Hansford, 
his main rivals in the championship 
battle. 

Engine seizures put both Roberts 
and Hansford out within eight miles of 
racing, but Ballington, after a sluggish 
start could ‘only climb to fifth place, 
passing reigning 250cc world cham- 
pion Mario Lega (Morbidelli) at the 
hairpin on the last lap. And to com- 
plete a below-par day for Kawasaki, 
Mick Grant retired with suspected 
main bearing failure after two laps. 

But it would have taken a good and 
brave man to have stopped Italian 
Paolo Pilero on the works Morbidelli 
from winning his first GP of the year, 
though Franco Uncini on the 
Venemotos Yamaha tried his best, and 
moved nearer the top three in the 
championship table by taking second 
spot. 

The track was drying out when the 
500cc race lined up and the shower of 
rain at the end did not really spoil it, 
but the heavens opened before the 
sidecars could go, and the unlucky 
three-wheeler men had to circulate 
through heavy rain and large puddles 
to claim their championship points. 

Swiss racer Bruno Holzer adapted 
better to the miserable conditions than 
most and after catching and passing 
second place Rolf Biland, whg used 
the conventional Trachsel outfit in- 
stead of the “Reliant”, within three 
laps, took the lead from Alain Michel 
(Seymaz Yamaha) three laps later, and 
splashed his way home to victory: * 











But for the second week in suc- 
cession the 500cc race stole the show. 
. Adding extra sparkle to the pro- 
ceedings was the fact that French- 
man Michel Rougerie, who had been 
loaned Barry's spare machine to help 
him in his championship chase, was 
second fastest to the works Yamaha of 
Johnny Cecotto, with Wil Hartog, 
Barry Sheene, Kenny Roberts and 
Dutch privateer Boet van Dulmen 
separated by little more than three 
seconds. 


Sheene made a superb start, chased 
by Hartog and Roberts, but the spec- 
tators from Holland cheered loudly 
when Wil slipped ahead on the 
opening lap. And though Barry was 
back in command at Stavelot, it was 
the familiar white leathers of Hartog, 
on Pat Hennen's machine, in the lead 
the first time around. 

The race pattern quickly established 
itself with Hartog, Sheene, Roberts 
and Cecotto out front chased grimly 
by van Dulmen. Hartog and Sheene 
passed and repassed as the race 
progressed, but Cecotto had split them 
by the sixth lap, only to quit when the 
Yamaha stopped soon after. 


As the rain started to fall Hartog 
began to pull away and Sheene's main 
concern was trying to hold off Roberts. 

After eight laps Hartog was seven 
seconds clear of the battling pair and 
going like an express train. 

With a lap to go he was 18 seconds 
in front of Roberts who was now in 
second place, and even if Hartog had 
seriously though of slowing down, he 
would have been in danger of being 
caught by Roberts. 

Wil won, the Dutchmen cheered 
their heads off, and Sheene, now 14 
points behind Roberts, went off to his 
caravan ruefully regretting how the 
masterplan had failed. 


Even the gamble on giving Rougerie 
a works bike failed to come off. The 
Frenchman rode superbly after a poor 
start and set the fastest lap of the race, 
but he caught Roberts and Sheene 
much too late to provide any help. 
Behind Rougerie, Finn Teuvo Lan- 
sivuori managed to hold off a last-lap 
challenge from Takazumi Katayama 
who had been in trouble during prac- 
tice and then made the grid by the skin 
- of his teeth after changing wheels. 


. Seventh was Marco Lucchinelli, and 
behind him Alex George headed home 
an all Suzuki mounted group in- 


cluding Tom Herron, Dennis Ireland, . 


John Woodley and John Williams who 
had kept the crowd entertained 
throughout. 








Sheene leads Hartog, Cecotto and 
Roberts. 


Hartog was the hero, but Roberts 
was happy enough with the result. Far 
happier, in fact, than just a couple of 
hours earlier when his 250cc race end- 
ed early, and he saw his champion- 
ship lead disappear in Kork 
Ballington’s favor. 

Kork was off the grid with fast star- 
ting Mario Lega, while Roberts tried 
to make his Yamaha fire up. The 
pack was at the top of the famous Spa 
hill before Kenny was on board and 
the stage looked set for a memorable 
Roberts performance, just like 
Holland a week earlier. 

But the Yamaha twin seized, and he 
toured home, the unhappiest of men. 

Meantime, Franco Uncini was at the 
head of the field, followed by Lega, 
Pileri, Penti Kohonen (Yamaha) and 
Ballington. 

Pileri soon swallowed up Uncini's 
advantage and took command on the 
second lap. There he stayed with Un- 
cini trying, in vain, to stay with him. 
Walter Villa, on the Nolan Harley- 
Davidson, winner of this race for the 
past two seasons, was thirteenth at the 
end of the first lap, but took third 
place at the flag, by just a few feet 
from Frenchman patrick Fernandez. 

Ballington took some time to hit his 
best form, and could only manage fif- 
th place, and six points, but they were 
enough to hoist him into the title lead 
from Roberts and Hansford, but Un- 
cini is not that far behind them, now. 

Rolf Biland and Kenny Williams 
took another step towards that elusive 
world title with third place in the rain- 
soaked sidecar race. But felow Swiss 
Bruno Holzer, who is now only four 
points behind them, with three rounds 
to go, and his passenger ae 
Meierhans took the win.

Big Bud Wheeler, Rich Caselli, 
Dennis DeCamp and Harold King 
wormed their way up the tricky wash, 
as Dick Evans and Thumper 
McDowell passed the saddleback 
following Dennis Rosenberg, Torsten 
Corum, and John Waggener through 
the boulder and whoop-laced wash. 
Dean Meltzer chased Bill Stewart all 
the way to check one, and "Cactus" 
Jack Kaplan was chasing the clutchless 
Dick Burley. Oren Beck Jr., first 
Amateur Trailbike didn’t like D.R. 
Deichman’s dust, and then the kraut 
didn't enjoy the powdery stuff John 
Pomo was kicking up.

Part 11: Тһе 500сс'ѕ

They're the meanest, most violent and explosive 
machines in motocross. Their power to weight 


ratio is an arm wrenching 1:5 that can catapult 


a rider down the track or into oblivion faster 


than he can shift gears. That 
power coupled with more weight 
than any other class bike requires 
the finesse of a ballet dancer 


and the strength of a wrestler to cross a 
set of whoops at full throttle and be 
around in the pits later, wide eyed, to 
tell about it. 

They are the factory works bikes 
being used in the American Motor- 
cyclist Association/Mr. PiBB 500cc 
National Championship MX Series. 
When it comes to selling their produc- 
tion counterparts, the factories sell 
fewer Open bikes than any other class 
displacement size, and yet the 500cc 
machines are the prestige class when it 
comes to competing in the Nationals 
and the World Championships. 

For the factories, the 500cc class 
works bikes are also the most 


challenging to design. Wheri you can 
build an engine almost as big and as 
powerful as you want, it becomes a 
difficult decision to select what should 
be the optimum displacement and 
power characteristics. That's why 
we've seen displacements anywhere 
between 350cc's and 480cc's in past 
years. Even today, none of the 
factories really have the question 
settled. 

Much of it depends on the whims of 
the riders themselves and a company 
like Suzuki will whip-up a special RN- 
360 for Gaston, an RN-400 for Roger 
and an RN-420 for Gerrit with the 
asking. If there is any general trend at 
all, its towards large displacements 
now with stroker designs for increasing 
torque and traction. Acceleration is 
taking a back seat to more controllable 
powerbands. 


The long travel suspension revolu- 
tion has played havoc with Open bike 
designs as well. Bikes that were already 


comparably heavier and more 
powerful than other class bikes put 


more demands on their suspensions as . 


they increased in travel. Flexing, fade, 
and reliability became problems which 
could only be solved by adding 
reservoirs, beefing-up forks, shocks, 
swingarms and frames. This in turn 
made the bikes more heavy, while 
engines kept getting more powerful, 
putting more demands on the 
suspension and frames. Back in 1973 
Brad  Lackeys  KX-450 works 
Kawasaki tipped the scales at 195 
pounds. Today the latest SR-415 
works Kawasaki ridden by Steve 
Stackable weighs 232 pounds. 

The opening round of the first 
500cc National found a lot of factory 
riders who weren't too happy with the 
way their bikes were handling, 
particularly at the end of a 45 minute 
moto. In the next two years we'll 
probably see a few more innovations in 
suspension design and serious attempts 
at reducing weight to help correct 
these problems. 


Honda RC 500 MF 


This bike could also be called the 
RC 450 Type IIC since it now displaces 
450cc and incorporates the second 
major redesign of the Type II works 
bike which was introduced in 1976 
with leading axle forks and lay-down 
rear suspension. We'll just call it 
"MF," short for it's Massey-Furgeson 
tractor like powerband. All the 
supposedly sharp-eyed SoCal moto- 
journalists missed this one when Brad 
Lackey test debuted it with a win in 
the Golden State CMC Winter Series 
back in January, nearly six months 
before his American teammates got 
theirs. 





Besides an increase from 400cc to 
450cc over last year’s Open RC, the 
new bike has slightly redesigned frame 
with a massive square tube front 
downtube. What is really odd, 
though, is that Honda has gone to a 
non-floating rear brake with this bike, 
using a rear brake backing plate that is 
keyed to a tab on the aluminum box 
section swingarm. 

All the Team Honda riders had 
problems with the Showa gas/oil 
reservoir shocks which come on the 
bike and have switched to Fox 
AirShox. The Showa front forks which 
use internal springs without air, have 
also been causing some problems since 
the change was made from 37mm to 
38mm upper tubes to reduce flex. This 
might be because some internal parts 
weren't redesigned to match the 
increase in tube diameter and travel. 
Some of the Honda riders have already 
switched to Simons air/spring forks, 
another suspension component which 
has become the standard in motocross 
suspension. Travel at each end is 12 
inches, while weight is right at the 
AMA/FIM limit at 215 pounds. 


Suzuki RN 400-78 

This just may be one of the best of 
all the works bikes, though we'll have 
to take Danny LaPorte's word for it 
and his win of the opening 500cc 
National as proof. The completely re- 
designed 400cc five-speed RN was 
introduced last fall in the Trans-AMA 
Series by DeCoster. It's main features 
include lighter sand cast magnesium 
cases and the regular case reed 
induction system. Danny describes the 
powerband as, “...smooth and easy." 

Suzuki took a quite radical 
departure, for them, in building the 
RN with the most suspension travel of ' 
any other works bike. Rear suspension 


travel is 13-13.5 inches provided by the 


longest Kayaba gas/oil reservoir works 
shocks seen yet. The rear suspension 
with its aluminum bent-style swingarm 
seems to perform flawlessly, as does 
the front with its 12-inch Kayaba air/ 
spring forks. There have been test RNs 
in Europe with as much as 15 inches of 
suspension travel at each end! Lots of 
titanium and magnesium keep weight 
down to 218 pounds. Tires are 
Metzeler on LaPorte's bike. 


Kawasaki KX SR 415-78 

The latest works Kaw looks like a 
masterpiece in engineering with so 
many neat goodies like the rear axle 
chain adjuster cam. Suspension travel 
at each end is 12 inches provided by 
the usual good Kayaba air/spring 
works forks and gas/oil reservoir 
shocks. The aluminum swingarm is 
extremely massive. Wheel hubs are 
magnesium, with the rear wheel 
assembly a 17 inch unit using a 
Dunlop Sports 5.00x17 K190. Weight 
is a little heavy at 230 pounds. 

The sand cast magnesium cases 
house a five-speed gearbox, though 
everybody seems to agree they could 
get along well with a four-speed unit 
these days with the torquier 
powerbands now being used. The 
415cc reed valve-inducted cylinder 
doesn't use a steel liner, but rather a 
unique process called Elox which 
sprays a hard alloy finish on the inside 
of the aluminum bore. The effects are 
similar to a chrome cylinder in that 
weight is reduced without a steel sleeve 
and better heat dissipation is a result. 


Yamaha OW 39-B 811 

This is the bike being used by Heikki 
Mikkola to dominate the World 
Championship and being raced in the 
states by Burgett and Bell. As with the 
250cc model, the 400cc bike gets an all 
new tube frame now which replaces 
the semi-monocoque frame of past 





years. The allows the use of a shorter 
and smaller, yet cooler running 
monoshock unit of the deCarbon 
principal with frame mounted 
reservoir. Though suspension travel is 
the shortest of all the works bikes, 11 
inches out back and 11 inches up front 
with Kayaba works air/spring forks, 
the Yamaha is reputed to have one of 
the smoothest working suspensions of 
all the works bikes. 

The engine is typical Yamaha. 
Magnesium sand cast cases house a 
five or six-speed transmission. The 
400cc cylinder has a lightweight 
chrome plated bore and reed 
induction. Weight is as light as needed 
without a lot of titanium bits at 218 
pounds to stay above the FIM limit. 


Can-Am 370 MX-4 


Here’s a production bike which 
doesn’t get seen outside of North 
America. The long awaited Rotax 
Open class engine has magnesium 
cases, uses a four-petal cylinder reed 
induction system rather than a rotary 
valve, and displaces 370cc. They 
remain one of the sole survivors using a 
36mm Bing carburetor. 

Production suspension is Marzocchi 
front forks and gas Girling rear shocks 
with just under 10 inches of travel, 
satisfactory for local competition. 
However, it won't cut it in National 
caliber 45-minute motos. Terry Clark 
was fired from Can-Am at the 
beginning of the year after two weeks 
of what had to be the shortest factory 
ride in history for modifying his bike's 
suspension. Can-Am seems to have 
gotten the message since then and 
Gary Semics is using Ohlins shocks and 
Simons air/spring forks with 11.5 
inches of travel at each end. They plan 
to switch to Fox AirShox because of 
the difficulty they've had in dialing-in 
the Ohlins for proper damping action. 
Bike weight is 230 pounds. e.

Jorgy tops Gardena 
Gold Cup half mile

GARDENA, CA, JULY 14 

Alex Jorgensen, who won the 
AMA Camel Pro half mile Na- 
tional here earlier this season, 
came right back and won the 
Gardena Gold Cup for the second time 
as an Expert (1976 and 1978); he won 
the Junior main in 1974. 

Jorgensen won the first Expert heat; 
Ted Boody came off the line first with 
Jorgensen and Lester Huey chasing 
him through the south turn. Boody hit 
the same hole that almost claimed 
Junior Dorothy Rowe earlier; but there 
went Jorgy zooming right up into the 
lead. Boody held onto second as Art 
Fredenburgh arrived at third spot 
after working his way up. 

Starter Al Mintz had Bobby Sanders 
to contend with next heat; Sanders is 
currently the only rider who can 
outfox Mintz. His starting senses are as 
refined as the now-retired Eddie 
Mulder's. But Sanders wasn't first off 
this time, it was Pennsylvania's Bill 
Shaeffer powering off out front. 

Tom Berry, who won the last half 
mile at Ascot, held onto second but 
there was no way he could catch 
Shaeffer. Eddie Lawson came up 
alongside Sanders and the pair 
swapped places back and forth for a 
while. Both of them lost third, though, 
to Hank Scott. 

In the last heat Gary Scott made a 
really great pass from third around 
Randy Goss and Frank Gillespie on the 
outside of turn four, and into the lead 
coming into the front straight. Scott 
was off and running, very controlled 
and smooth, while behind Goss 
maintained second but Gillespie lost 
third to Randy Skiver but kept fourth 
over Pee Wee Gleason. 

The Novices started out the evening 
with some really tight racing. Bert 
Stephens took the first heat lead but 
Dylan Neihart blew by him on the 
back straight and that was all she 
wrote for that except for Sam Burns’ 
ride up through the group to second 
place. 

The second heat went to Steve 
Polson, Ascot’s number two Novice 
but the real excitement was the race 
for second between Jay Lewis and Ron 
Arlt with Arlt constantly harassing 
Lewis, both of them almost handlebar 
to handlebar as they took the 
checkered flag. 

The third heat was one where the 
riders , were .going three and four 





abreast down the back chute and 
through the north turn. John Burnett 
took the lead with Richard Arnaiz 
right with him. Down the straight 
they went, both getting into turn one 
too hot and Doug Reiswig whipped 
underneath and into the lead. Back 
came Burnett and took the lead away 
again. He couldn't keep it though, and 
Reiswig and Arnaiz were the transfer 
riders. 


The last and fastest heat again went 
to the unbeaten Jeff Haney who would 
end up with 16 straight wins before the 
night was over. Scott Polson got to the 
south turn first but there went Haney 
flying by. 

Starter Mintz wasn’t having any 
nonsense and the first Junior heat had 
all the front line back on row three 
before theyd stop leaping and 
jumping around. Steve Monger, the 
fastest Junior in time trials with a 
22.66, shot off into the lead with Dave 
Busby and Richie Volk right after, 
while way behind was top Junior 
Wayne Rainey, trying to overcome 
his third row start. Monger held onto 
his lead but Charlie Summers came 
blasting by the others and took over 
second, with Volk third. Rainey ended 
fourth by way of some spectacular 
riding, at times going up to the hay 
bales and throwing up big rooster 
tails. 

The second heat was Don Grigsby's. 
Riding Mike Minnig’s back-up bike 
because his own was inoperable, “T- 
Bone” went hauling by Craig 
Armstrong and Mike Inderbitzen and 
once in the lead didn’t look back. 
Armstrong dropped out and 
Inderbitzen went after Grigsby flat 
out; but Mike Minnig was also in the 
hunt. He was just flying and when 
Inderbitzen left the door open Minnig 
happily went through it and the two 
bikes wearing the same paint 
combination were running 1-2. 

The last Junior heat was a go 
between Eddie San Roman and Brad 
Holt with Mike Kunsman and Rod 
Spencer in the transfer spots. 


The semis were the usual do or die 
kind. Bert Stephens was leading the 
Novice when he fell off right after 
straightening up to go back straight. 
He got going again and jumped it the 
same place on the next lap. That left 
Richard Arnaiz to win it over David 
Ryan who took second away from 
Robert Trono. 

For the Junior semi it was Rainey 
and second-in-points Rod Spencer 
both looking to make the main, and 
once again the starter had to fight 
them to a standstill. Rainey had all 
stops out again, but had to settle for a 
fourth right behind Mike Inderbitzen. 
Up front the other two transfers were 
Mike Kunsman and Rod Spencer. 

For the Experts, Hank Scott came 








off the line great and missed a shift, 
something that was to plague him 
again before the evening was Out, 
leaving him in the wake of the rest of 
the pack. Up front it was Scott 
Pearson, Eddie Lawson, Randy Skiver 
and Bob Sanders. Within a few laps, 
Scott was right up there with them, 
picking off Sanders and Skiver, 
whereupon these two staged a little 
war that had them swapping that last 
transfer spot at least seven times with 
Sanders getting the spot by inches. 

The Trophy Dash riders lined up, 
Alex Jorgensen on the pole (22.31) 
then Hank Scott (22.36), brother Gary 
(22.47) and Scott Pearson who 
replaced Eddie Lawson. 

It was Gary Scott again flying out to 
the front, while Hank missed another 
shift after coming off the line just as 
hard. Pearson settled into second, 
then Jorgy and Jank Scott, who did 
have a run going at Jorgensen. 

In the Novice Main, Jeff Haney 
again went up front very quickly and 
as usual he got a nice cushion ahead of 
the others. Rob Selvy had second for 
quite a while but Dylan Neihart 
moved up on him and passed, 
continuing a drive that had brought 
him up through quite a few of the 
riders. Steve Polson took fourth away 
from John Burnett and as the race 
came to a close it was a side by side, 
elbows touching fight between Neihart 


and Selvy with Selvy just unable to get 


that little edge over Neihart. 

Mike Minnig held down the front 
spot in the Junior main for several laps 
while the others sorted out behind 
him, while he lasted Eddie San Roman 
had second, and Steve Monger was up 
there for a while. Then along came 
Don Grigsby and Minnig spent the rest 
of the race following the rear wheel of 
his back-up bike, as the two started 
pulling Monger. Mike Kunsman 
worked his way into third while Mike 
Inderbitzen was coming up and 
through. Monger got into some pretty 
wild antics but Inderbitzen got by 
anyway. It was not Rainey's night; he 
was still having handling difficulties 
and couldn't get it together, ending 
sixth overall. 


The brothers Scott came off the line 
hard in their main, but as the pack 
shook itself into place it was Gary Scott 
first, then Jorgensen, Hank Scott and, 
for a short while, Billy Shaeffer. 

Then Jorgensen was up to Scott and 
they swapped first back and forth a bit 
with Jorgy finally looking like he was 
just motoring away with the lead. 
Scott was now back a ways, still going 
fast but not as sharp as he was earlier, 
and later we found out why. No brakes 
left and the rear tire was chunking 
badly. 

Behind the two front runners Ted 
Boody was still holding down third; 
Tom Berry's foot kicked back in turn 
two slowing him a bit which he didn't 
need with Hank Scott on his tail. Then 
Hank vanished into the pits for a lap 
and reappeared leaving Berry to hold 
off Scott Pearson.

Blakeslee takes 
two at AFM 
Ontario RR

ONTARIO, CA, JULY 9 

With just a week before Sears 
Point AMA Camel Pro National 
road race, this meeting at On- 
tario was good practice for most 


of the teams which will compete in the 
National. Yoshimura came to Ontario 
but didn’t participate at any races, 
though Wes Cooley took the Suzuki for 
practice during the morning. 

In the first race of the day, Whitney 
Blakeslee, on a KZ 1000 Kawasaki 
from Champion in Costa Mesa, took a 
very easy Box Stock victory over Lee 
Flemming on a Ducati, also from 
Champion, and Dennis Davis, the 
recent runner-up in the Six Hour 
Endurance race on a KZ1000. In the 
same race but in the 0/410 class, Pat 
Eagan aboard: a Honda Hawk from 
South Coast Honda took his fifth 
consecutive win, in a class generally 
dominated by RD 400 Yamahas. 

Blakeslee repeated his performance 
in the 550cc/750cc/Open Production 
race aboard the same machine, but 
the runner-up this time was not 
Flemming, who dropped after the 
halfway mark with ignition problems 
— the Ducati was running on a single 
cylinder. Willi Schaeffer (Torco 750 
Honda), took that position and kept it 
until the checkered flag. Third spot 
went to Kevin Burke on a 750 Suzuki. 
Whitney's victory was made easier due 
to the fact that Vance Breese broke his 
Euromart 850 Moto Guzzi during 
practice at the Golden Gate Challenge 
at Sears Point, and didn't have time to 
repair it. Breese is the usual threat in 
that class. 

The Superstreet race was originally 
scheduled to. be in two phases: the 
Lightweight and the Open, but 
because of the relatively small amount 
of entries, the AFM let both classes 
compete together. It was Pat Eagan 
aboard a Terry Waugh 845cc Suzuki, 
who came out ahead of Dennis Smith 
(Del Amo 944cc Suzuki), Mike Velasco 
(1000 Suz), Shelby Thompson, and the 
surprising Danny Coe on a RD 400 
Specialists II Yamaha; Syd DeSoto was 
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behind on a turbocharged 1000 
Suzuki. Bill Addington broke his 
KZ1000 Kawasaki during the 
Challenge and was not racing in that 
class. It didn't take long for Smith to 
overcome Pat Eagan, DeSoto did the 
same with Coe. On the third lap 
DeSoto was in second position behind 
Smith without being a threat to the 
Del Amo Suzuki rider. DeSoto 
remained in that position until the 
sixth lap when his motor blew up. 
Eagan took the second spot and Coe 
was still in third. Velasco went off the 
track on turn 10, a tight right-hander, 
and lost a couple of places. The 
positions remained the same until the 
checkered flag. Steve Schrader took 
sixth overall and second went to Coe in 
the Lightweight Superstreet class. 

When asked how he lost his first 
place during the first lap, Dennis 
Smith said "I wanted to test my shocks, 
to make sure they were all right and 
Pat passed me in turn one." Pat Eagan 
didn't seem to mind: "I came bere to 
get a tan anyway." 

The 250 GP class had a very exciting 
beginning with David Emde, Gennady 
Luibimski and Mike Baeder having a 
neck to neck battle, until 
progressively, Luibimski first retired 
with a seized engine, then Emde who 
seemed to have control of the race, 
also retired when his left-side header 
pipe fell off. Baeder cruised to an easy 
victory over Ron Hlarka and Darrel 
Lee.

Harden wins 
Chargers MRAN 
Caliente Grand Prix

CALIENTE, NV, JULY 3 

Scott Harden hustled his Husky 
to the overall victory in the fifth 
annual Caliente’ Grand Prix 
held in Caliente, NV. Sponsored 
by the Southern Nevada chapter of the 
Chargers West and sanctioned by the 
Motorcycle Racing Association of 
Nevada, this year's grand prix was 
better than ever. 

This particular event has been a 
very well kept secret known only to 
Nevada regulars and a handful of 
"outsiders" (Preston Gerber, Tom 
Kelly and Morgan  Malocco). 
Caliente's proximity may contribute to 
the race's exclusive history as the town 
is a small Nevada desert community 
about 150 miles north of Las Vegas. 

The riders meeting semi-organized 
the racers into a parade group which 
drove through town to the desert 
starting area. The racers were then 
flagged off in three waves: Expert, 
Amateur and Novice, respectively. 
This year's course made a short 10 
mile open desert/sandwash jog before 
entering the townsite where the riders 
got to splash thru a number of stream 
crossings, burn their knobbys on the 
Caliente streets and slide around the 
road shoulders fronting local lawns. 
The course then continued back into 
the desert for 25 miles of trails, hills, 
ridges and washes. Four loops were 
run. 

At the start, a pre-race favorite 
Leroy Kyger (previous 250cc class 
winner of the now defunct motorcycle 
portion of the Mint 400) was hard 
charging his Yamaha 400 until 
apparent carburation problems püt 
him in the pits. As the bikes passed 
through town after the short desert 
leg, “Jumpin” Jack Johnson (390 Hus) 
narrowly led Harden (390 Hus), 
followed by Preston Gerber (250 


KTM) and one of team KTM’s latest 
additions, Kevin Davis (250 KTM). 
Davis later mentioned he nearly 
blasted himself while dueling with 
Gerber as he would manage to slip by 
only to crash and have to go for it 
again, and again, and again! The 
pressure was soon relieved as Gerber 


broke his chain before finishing the 


first 25 mile loop. 

Gerber wasn’t the only one with 
mechanical troubles. Southern 
California’s Tom Kelly lost the 
carburator off his KTM 400, and there 
were a number of flat tires and other 
gremlins taking their toll. 

Harden was allowed the lead at the 
start of the third lap while Johnson was 
pitting, with Davis firmly in third. The 
final lap was led by Johnson, enjoying 
his largest margin of the day, but his 
brake anchor arm somehow self 
destructed and in turn rendered his 
rear brake useless. That was the 
“brake” Harden was waiting for as he 
took over the lead with Johnson closely 
following. Kevin Davis finished first 
250cc, third overall, with Butch 
Laswell (250cc Yam) completing a 
consistant ride to fourth overall. First 
amateur was a very fast Mike Roe (250 
Hus) garnering a fifth overall. First 
novice was Todd Hall (25; Yam) and 
first over 38 was Ron Timmons aboard 
his trusty four-stroke. He wouldn't say 
what brand his Yamaha was, but I 
suppose when you beat all those two- 
strokes it doesn’t matter! 

The rest of the finishers are still 
being tabulated by the race officials. 
This years race was very well 
organized, plenty of challenging, and 
just plain fun for all those involved. 
Next year the Chargers are 


considering limiting entries to 200, so '

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, JULY 9 
With super warm weather show- 
ing summer coming on strong, 
more than many made it out to 
Racing World to join in Califor- 
nia Racing Club's bi-monthy moto- 
cross. A total of 47,500 gallons of 
water were laid on the track the night 
before the race and another 17,500 
during the event, so conditions were 
literally described as "slippery." 

Danny Westergaard won the first 
125cc Pro moto. He started behind 
swimming Sue Fish and Yamaha

the lead. For the rest of the race he 
held the winning position.

Sappington was not about to 
let Van Epps or Webb slip by, and 
they finished in that order.

Coupe holeshot the first 125cc 
moto and stretched a lead which took 
Turner close to 20 minutes to eclipse.

Finally the 
gate drops and 15 bikes leap off the 
line, each looking for that special 
break that'll give them the lead. Kevin 
discovers it first and charges onward to 
meet the challenge ahead. He stuns 
the crowd by sailing high over the 
jumps, swooping low in the corners 
and popping wheelies in the straights. 
Grabbing the hot line, he pushes his 
bike to the limit, yet rides smoothly. 
Out in front and all alone. й 

This is the ultimate dream of every 
guy that races dirt bikes, but Kevin 
Peterson works against tremendous 
odds to fulfill his dream and prove to 
himself and others that it can be done. 
Perhaps he isn’t a true bionic in a 
mechanical sense, but the urge to 
succeed, in spite of the loss of his left 
leg, gives Kevin the drive of a bionic- 
type person. He dauntlessly rides 
with all the fury that is characteristic 
of a 16-year-old, while super de- 
termination makes his handicap 
obsolete and feeds his body with a 
new-found strength. 

Kevin started a dirt bike career on a 
Suzuki RM 125 and raced for two 
years, working himself up to the point 
of becoming an Expert. Everything 
he'd ever hoped for was on the brink of 
coming true, and, except for a painful 
knee injury, life consisted of winning 
and trophies. He'd had his share of 
crashes, it was during one of these 
small tangles that his knee was 
injured. Diagnosed as torn ligaments, 
it was wrapped up and he was 
released. Kevin continued to ride and 
race, but his skill and style suffered 
because of the sore knee. This resulted 
in another trip to the doctor and x- 
гауѕ were taken. Unfortunately, 
cancer was discovered, soon enough to 
spare his life, but too late to save his 
left leg. 

Kevin, only 14 at the time, had just 
begun to fulfill his desire to compete 
and now all those dreams were 
shattered. Stunned and engulfed with 
self pity, he fell into a deep pit of 
depression. Eventually hearing of a 
boy with the same fate, Ted Kennedy, 
Jr., Kevin developed a strong urge to 
succeed, which compelled him to get 
himself back together. 

Determination over-ruled his handi- 
cap and Kevin started a painful series 
of workouts, assured that it would 
make possible the dream that was so 
important. Kevin wouldn't use a 
wheelchair, he claimed that it stifled 
all energetic functions, where crutches 
would enable freer movement and 
encourage better muscle tone. 

The artificial leg was the next 
obstacle to overcome and it took Kevin 
three weeks to learn how to use it. 
From then on he was WFO! 

Riding a dirt bike became an

obsession and the problems that 
resulted required unrelenting work. 
Numerous crashes cured him of the 
fear of falling, and developed a 
smoother riding style. A unique sense 
of balance emerged to compensate for 
the artifical leg, allowing him to lay 
low in left turn corners without 
stabilization. Shifting was next to 
impossible, so Kevin experimented 
until he found that the bike could be 
rode reasonably fast in third gear 
without changing. Feathering the 
clutch compensated for the loss of 
speed in corners and was great top end 
for the straights. Third gear left two 
choices, bog down or go wide open, 
and now Kevin usually chooses to go 
for it, experiencing holeshots off the 
line and racing an entire event. Kevin 
gets the urge to show off once in awhile 
and the straights become his stage for 
wheelies, which he performs skillfully. 

Kevin's confidence flourished and 
he participated in some flat track races 
in Moab, Utah, where he lives. The 
taste of winning stirred the desire to 
compete and without hesitation he 
again entered the motocross world on 
a Yamaha YZ 250. More irritating 
problems suddenly cropped up. While 
his artificial leg had stayed in place on 
the right-hand short track, the whoops 
on a motocross track put him out of 
shape, consequently, he would lose 
control. 

An ingenious brace was designed to 
fit around the footpeg to hold his leg 
securely. The brace was required to be 
strong enough to hold down the leg 
and yet flexible enough to release it, 
just in case Kevin got in trouble. 
Braces were tested and re-tested, but 
none could withstand the punishment 
that he dished out. A workable one 
was finally thought to be discovered 
and Kevin journeyed to Green River, 
Utah, with his sponsor, for his first 
moto of the season. Kevin felt ready to 
spring into the lime-light and quench 
his thirst for rough competition. His 
debut didn't end in disaster, but it 
could have been better. Kevin was 
really flying on the last lap of the main 
moto when misfortune struck. During 


an effort to pass two riders, the brace, 
weakened by a collision with a rock 
and extreme pressure, broke. His 
leathers kept the leg from completely 
falling off, but it flopped uselessly, 
hampering all efforts to maintain his 
position. Kevin charged across the line 
in sixth place, clinging frantically to 
the leg. Relief flowed through his 
exhausted body, replaced almost 
immediately by a surge of pride. He 
had completed his first moto! 

Kevin did not waste time 
celebrating his accomplishment. 
There was another motocross planned 
just two weeks away in Salt Lake City, 
Utah and he determinedly worked to 
prepare for it. A new brace was 
designed and Kevin labored 
continuously until he was satisfied with 
the results. His firm intentions never 
wavered, he would meet and conquer 
in spite of his handicap! The moto 
related in the first paragraph is Kevin's 
acclamation that persistence will 
prevail. He met, he competed, and 
very few people knew that he rode with 
an artificial lèg. 

Now Kevin has realized that his life 
wasn’t shattered, it had just developed 
new meaning. He lost his leg, but 
gained the knowledge of courage and 
patience, a, lesson that some never 
learn. He worked extremely hard for 
one and one-half years, withstanding 
unconceivable pain and overcoming 
many failures, to excel where others 
would quit. 

What drives Kevin to achieve and 
surpass his goals? He said “I've 
adapted to the circumstances affecting 
my life and developed a broader 
knowledge of what it's all about. I've 
always loved competition and 
although it’s a bit rougher now, my 
desire to compete is also stronger. I've 
found that determination. and 
persistence will enable те to 
experience things in life that I might 
have never tried to accomplish.” 

Kevin Peterson journeyed to the pit 
of depression two years ago as a boy. 
He succeeded in winning the battle 
against his fate and returned a more 
courageous, wiser man. ®

WITCHITA FALLS, TX, JULY 4 

At a rare AMA-sanctioned race 
on the 3/8-mile Witchita Falls 
oval, several spectators had the 
atmosphere in hand with 
"Where the hell is Witchita Falls?" 
T-shirts. It was the first American 
Motorcyclist Association Class C race 
in town in 17 years, and the hungry 
Texans and Okies were ready. 

AMA's first female referee Janie 
Stanfield called the riders together 
and said "There's only 46 riders, so 
everybody makes points tonight." It 
was heaven to many a privateer 
wanting to move up. 

And so it began on an “outlaw” 
track that would make many northern 
and midwestern tracks look sick. The 
facilities were beautiful, although 
typical for the South. 


The first semi was won by Lubbock’s 
Bubba Shobert after a big battle with 
Freddie Spencer, Teddy Head and 
Donny Tolbert. Semi (мо saw 
Garlands’ Terry Poovey finally get it 
all sorted out from third to finish first 
ahead of David Jones. The third semi 
saw Bultaco of Ft. Worth's Mike Green 
lead from pole to pole challenged only 
by Bates Accessories of  Dallas- 
sponsored Scotty Reynolds and 
Abilene's Andy West. Fourth semi was 
a Rusty Patillo workout with National 
number 33 West Powell on his tail way 
out ahead of the field. 

After all this, Terry Poovey was the 
sensation of the pits. He had blown 
four bikes in practice. Brother Teddy 
was trying to get the act together 
borrowing motorcycles, changing jets 
and gearing. Leave it to Teddy; he was 
apprehensively smiling at the start of 
the final with Terry firmly attached to 
Oklahoma's David jones, Dennis 
Lattimer-tuned Yamaha. 


As the final lined up, it was 
anybody's guess with front row 
including Terry Poovey, Freddie 
Spencer, the 16-year-old sensation in 
his first short track of the summer, and 
Bubba Shobert, fresh young Novice 
from Lubbock with spectacular long 
broadslide habits on a blue groove. 

Texas National Starter Phil Dyson 
threw the flag and Irving's Rusty 
Patillo was off first followed by 
Shobert, Spencer, Poovey and Mike 
Green. Shobert took the lead on the 
second lap and set sail with a 
comfortable lead. As Poovey and 
Spencer passed  Patillo, Freddie 
Spencer shot by Shobert for the lead. 
Poovey followed when Shobert slid out 
of the groove. 


Then Spencer set sail with Poovey 
and Shobert battling it out for second 
Poovey passed Shobert and then 
started working on Spencer. 

The last four laps came up as 
Poovey, in a desperate move, elbowed 
Spencer and put the crowd on their 
feet, then took the lead with Spencer 
hot on his tail at the finish. 

Poovey, with brother Teddy and 
nephew 2-year-old Teddy, Jr. were 
once again winning and grinnin' in the 
winner's cirlcle along with David 
Jones, trying to get his winning bike 
away from the Pooveys so he could get 
on his way for Santa Fe.

Bad Chad blasts

LAKE KANOPOLIS, KA, JULY 4 

KMSA season points racing is 
getting tough, and some riders 
are beginning to reach into the 
bottom of their bag for answers. 


C.D. Martin passed defending number 
one and AMA National Amateur 
Champion Tim Lindfors for the Open 
class lead, but just barely. Lindfors 
debuted an XR-750 in hopes of getting 
some more motor advantage over his 
old KR and not letting Martin and his 
trusty Yamaha 650 get away with his 
title. Tim looked hot in practice, but 
C.D. was pumped and took the win 
over Tim in both the heat and the 
finals. Mark Kumle took third in both. 


The 200cc final was a down-to-the- 
wire affair in the 100-plus heat, but 
not in the usual hard passing repassing 
tactics that is so common at 
Kanopolis.

Novotny kept him in 
sight, but at a distance after passing 
Mont G. for second, getting passed 
back, but finally getting it on the back 
chute. Mont G. stayed close while his 
dad, Mont O., moved past Brian 
Sanders. 


The white flag came out and a split 
second later Olinger pulled in the 
clutch and threw up a warning arm to 
the riders behind him that he had 
blown.
